We w ere in error in stating that the passage of 


he Civil Rights bill over the vetoof the 1'resldent 
was the first instance of the kind In our history.

•rcss passed an act declaring that It should be 
unlawful for the President to lakt money from 
he Trciisury lo build revenue cullers, unless an 
ppropriation should first be made by law there- 
or. John Tyler vetoed this bill as he had vetoed 
hrce others. It wai relumed to Congress and 
.issed over his head by a two-thirds majority in 
loth houses, and from thut day lo Ihls, though 
many bills have been vetoed, hone has been pass- 
d over a veto unlil now. The coincidence is 
trikiug, but not more striking than the fact that 
Andrew Johnson himself, nearly twenty years 
go, made a speech in ihc House of Repreacnta- 


es, alluding to Tyler's voloes, in which he said: 
l-\Vc uili pass by the admiurslr.ilion of Mr. 
'an Burcn 10 lhal of John Tyler, called by some 
—but not by me—in derision, 'Me Accidency 
'resident,' who exercised this power four times; 
nd under his adminislrallou is tho only instance 
i which a law was passed over a veto since the 
rganiKalion ol tlic Government"
